Claims 14-33 
are pending in this application. Claims 14-19 are presently under consideration. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 14-19, in the reply filed on 6 
November 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "claims 20-23 
depend from 14 and, therefore, must include the same technical features". The 
Examiner notes that here is no mention of claims 24-33. Applicants arguments are not 
found persuasive because the polymerizable composition is useful to make other than 
the claimed resist of claims 20-23. The polymerizable composition of claims 14-19 is 
distinct from that of claims 24-29. The polymerizable composition of claims 24-29 is 
useful to make other than the claimed resist of claims 30-33. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 20-33 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 6 November 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 14-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakaoka et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6054255). 

Nakaoka et al. discloses a composition represented by formula (6) for the 
production of a resist comprising at least one unsaturated polymerizable monomer 
having at least one silicon group and at least one carbonyl group (column 7, line 63+). 

Although the exemplified compounds are not entirely within the scope of the 
composition of the instant claims, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the requisite art at the time the invention was made to modify the substituents of said 
composition to achieve the optimum results.
